2. The tentative plan for 
further consolidations will 
not accomplish its avowed 
object of supporting the 
weak lines, and producing 
systems of equal strength 
and importance, and uni- 


form earnings. 

The purpose of the further con- 
sOlidation of these roads into about 
19 systems, as indicated in the act, 
is to insure the solvent operation of 
the weak lines under a group system 
of rates and fares by a skillful arb!- 
trary uniting of the same with their 
stronger neighbors, making them a 
charge on the latter. This purpose 
is s0 socialistic in its tendency; vo 
contrary to the genius of our insti- 
tutions; so violative of the protection 
afforded by the Constitution; that 
it is not our purpose to discusg the 
matter from that point of view, be- 
lieving that it can be but a passing 
phase of the political embarrassment 
growing out of the war. 

The systems suggested by the com- 
mission fin its report in Docket 12964, 
and*shown on Exhibit “B” (on file 
with the I. C. C.) sufficiently indi- 
cate in themselves the impractical 
and unworkable character of the 
proposed grouping. The contrast be- 
tween the proposed Union Pacific 
Svstem with its 24,861 miles of road, 
and the proposed Norfolk & Wes'- 
ern System with its 2805 miles of 
road between the proposed Penn- 
evivania System with its gross earn- 
ings per mile of about $84,000 and 
the proposed Pere Marquette System 
with its gross earnings per mile of 
about $7000; and simila? abnormal- 
ities, sufficiently condemn it. 

For convenient reference, we havs 
included in Exhibit “B"’ correspond- 
ing figures for the six French rail- 
way systems and for the four English 
evsteins into which tne.r railways 
‘vere group on Jan. 1, 1923. 


3. It is questionable whether 
the overhead expense 
would be reduced by the 
proposed consolidations, 
and, in any event the “sav- 
ing’ would be insignificant.

It is frequently urged in support 
of a consolidation that the general 
expenses of supervision are thereby 
greativ reduced, and consequent 
economies effected. It is true that 
in the group of systems of more 
than 19.000 miles the salaries of gen- 
eral officers. clerks and attendants, 
absorb no riore than 1.83 per cent 
of the gross operating revenues, 
while these expenses in the other 
groups are somewhat larger. An 
shown !n Fxhibit “C” (on file with 
the ¥. CC. €¢.), were all the lines to 
effect auch an economy. there would 
he a gross saving of $8,969,799, an- 
nualliv But certatniv no such sum, 
eo insignificant in ite relation to the 
five and one-half billlons of gross 
income. would ftustifv the changes 
contemplated Aid they entail no 
more serious consequences than a 
rearrangement of control. But a 
study of the figures tn Pixhibit “A” 
will show that this apparent econ- 
omy is a mere superficial coinci- 
dence.

Similar 
results for general operating eocon- 
omies will be found by a more gen- 
eral study. We must look elsewhere 
for an explanation, and need go’ no 
further now than to suggest that 
what the railroads of the oountry 
need at the present time in their 
service is not leas but more Drains 
The roads, tn our judgment, are gen 
erally understaffed and the staff 
underpaid. The work of manage- 
ment has constantly mcreased in 
volume and intensity, hag become 
leas and leas attractive, and the 
larger rewards of Industry are added 
inducement to seek those fields for 
employment rather than the work 
of transportation. 

4. Some principles which we 
believe should govern in 
any consolidation of rail- 
roads in the Southwestern 
Region. 

It is a matter of profound regret 
that, In a scheme eo gigantio in its 
size, so revolutionary in its metb- 
od, containing possibilities of so 
great losses and even disaster; the 
oommission has not seen its way 
clear to lay down some general prin- 
ciples that. would guide the judg- 
ment of those whose interests are 
affected, in a study of the problem, 
In its effect on the proposed traffic 
regions, and upon the individual 
carriers. 

(a) Let us first say very frankly 
that we believe, as we urged upon 
the commission in our argument in 
the hearings in June, 1920, that a 
great error was committed in not 
setting off the Southwest as a sepa- 
rate freight rate region, that is to 
say “that portion of the State of 
Missouri south of the Missour! River, 
the States of Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas, and that part of Loulist- 
ana lving west of the Mississippi 
River.” This terfitory, containing 
about 475,000 square miles, an area 
about the size of France, Germany. 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark and 
Switzerland, and inhabited by about 
12,100,000 people, measuring rough- 
lv 800 miles north and south from 
the Rio Grande River to the Kan- 
sas line. and 700 miles east and west 
from the Mississippi! River to the 
foothills of the Rocky Mountain 
range, constitutes a vast empire. 
These Southwestern lines really can- 
stitute a distinct group, with its own 
peculiar needs. It was, in our opin- 
fon, a fundamental error for the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
attach them to the lines in the 
Northwestern group, seeking to make 
them subordinate to those lines, and 
dependent upon them and,.upon the 
eities of Chicago, Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Omaha. when they are in 
fact quite capable of self-support 
and development, and should be at 
the service, and seeking to promote 
the interest of their particular ter- 
ritory and its dominating centers, 
Kansas City, St. ouls, Memphis, 
New Orleans. Houston, Dallas, San 
Antonio and Fl Paso. It is as nat- 
urally. and for much the same rea- 
sons, distinguished from the North- 
western region as ia the Southern 
classification territory distinguished 
from the Fastern traffic region. The 
fact {= that the producta of these 
two sections are largely similar: the 
lines tncluded therein serve all the 
cotton-producing territory of the 
eountry. and thetr rate atruictures 
are upon approximately the same 
baria.

For the purpose of 
fllustration, we assume that 4841 
miles will be found to fall within 
this category. For the most 
part, they should be taken up 
and scrapped. For the small re- 
mainder, if no system is willing 
to assume the speculative risk of 
ownership, and there is believed to be 
&® necessity for thefr operation, they 
should be subsidised by the State 
and the losses made good out of tax~ 
es. What the State wants and takes 
the Btate should pay for; the Const!- 
tution says tt must and {ft is the ous- 
tom among honest men. 

(4) Some agreement should be 
come to as to the size of a system 
that may be adequately adminis- 
tered by one organization that will 
conveniently serve the communities 
in which it is located, and that is 
small enough to maintain a personal 
relation between its responsible of- 
Geers and the communities, oor 
porationg and individuals with 
whom ft ts in constant touch We 
have assumed a limitation of rough- 
ly 6000 miles, largely upon the be- 
lief that the general officers should 
personally go over their entire line 
at least twice each year, allowing 
proper time for getting in touch 
with operating, commercial and 
other matters requiring personal at- 
tention in the various Ilocalitie. 
This would contemplate, in the 
Southwestern region, two east and 
west lines, two north and south 
lines, one generally east of the 
Ozarks and one west of the Ozarks, 
and two lines running generally 
southeast and northeast. 

(e) There should be a careful 
study of the traffic as now moving 
upon all mileage, with a view to de- 
termining its rate of growth, direo- 
tion, character, etc, and a study of 
the physical characteristics of the 
region and the physical and operat- 
ing characteristics of the lines.

INON DE L'ENCLOS did not 
lead an army. She did not 
rush into a burning bullding to 
Suave a life. She started no new 
movement. She could not sing. She 
never composed a poem or wrote a 
line. She was not the mother of 
a tamous man nor the wife of a 
king. 

Ninon de L’Enclos was just beau- 
tiful, witty and fascinating. , 

Perhaps this does not- seem 
enough to catalogue Ninon de L'En- 
clos as a heroine. She really did 
nothing to give her rank as such, 
Nothing but personality recommend- 
ed her and kept her name on the 
lips of thousands for centuries. It 
seems as‘ if that Peculiar charm 
which radiated from her with such 
power should be considered as much 
of a qualification to consider her 
historically as would a beautiful 
voice or the talent to act. 

But Ninon did not charm or amuse 
audiences. She delighted her friends 
and fascinated of the most 
famous men in France. And _= she 
controlled herself and many per- 
sonages great in the day she lived.

Her will was strong, even though 
she wus a butterfly of the gayest 


type in Parisian society of the sev- 
enteenth century. 

Her life seemingly was one of 
pleasure. But in leading this appar- 
ently useless life she gave great en- 
joyment to her friends, aad became 
an institution in the frivolous era 
which was hers. 

This famous beauty was very well 
born. She took her place in society 
because of that fact. There were 
times when her social standing 
seemed seriously threatened.

Hes 
charm deserted her only with death, 
It continued its conquest even 
through her old age. So strong was 
the drawing quality of this woman's 
personality that when she was 81 @ 
young man almost went mad when 
she repulsed his declarations of love, 


Ninon lives in memory as a beau- 
tiful woman, who graced the world 


in which she lived. She was greatly © 


loved hy many men and envied by 
most women of her day. 

Perhaps the maxim of which 
Ninon de L’Enclos was authoress,’ 
and of which subject she was mis- 
tress, is the key to her fame. For. 
she said: “Love without grace is like 
a hook without bait.”
